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truck and company, and that as soon as that was provided they 
would greatly reduce our rates. 

We therefore, without expense to the town, arranged a truck, 
placing our old hooks and ladders upon it, that would answer until 
we should receive instructions to purchase what was necessary. We 
therefore recommend the purchase of a light hook and ladder truck 
fully equipped with hooks, ladders, buckets, and such other things 
as are needed. 

Also that a shed be temporarily built on the lot opposite the 
brick school-house, to store the same, hoping that in the near fn- 
ture a part of the stores in the town-house will be given up to the 
department for the proper storage of all our apparatus. 

The town, at its last annual meeting, voted to purchase two new 
hose carriages, but we found on inquiry that hose wagons were giv- 
ing better satisfaction, therefore we purchased at a very low price 
one of the lightest and best hose wagons in the state, which we find 
is much superior to a hose carriage. We therefore recommend the 
purchase of another, and adding 12 men to the department. 

We also recommend the purchase of 500 feet of 24-inch hose.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


This report concludes the duties of the present board for the 
fourth consecutive year. We feel that each year something has 
been accomplished which is of permanent value to the village 
and town, and that from a sanitary point of view we are in much 
better condition than formerly. 

The establishment of a system of regulations for the abate- 
ment of nuisances has been productive of much good, and the 
steadily decreasing number of complaints of their existence, as 
well as the small number of that class of diseases which so surely 
accompany them, is a noteworthy fact and a cause for congratu- 
lation. 

The subject of a water supply has been one in which a grow- 
ing interest has been shown. Each year more attention has 
been given to the quality of our drinking water, and analyses by 
a careful and experienced chemist have been resorted to with 
increased frequency. 

In the matter of drainage, and the disposal of-waste and dele- 
terious substances which accumulate in and around thickly set- 
tled districts there has been, we believe, a greater interest felt 
than ever before. It has been our constant aim to arouse and 
develop this feeling, believing as we do that it merits the most 
serious consideration of all who desire healthful homes and 
neighborhoods. ‘The result of the interest felt in these matters 
has been the undertaking of two important enterprises by the 
town, viz.:—The construction of a system of water works and 
the building of a portion of the system of sewerage, as sur- 
veyed by Engineer Allen last year. 

The matter of a water supply has often been alluded to in 
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previous reports. It had becomea pressing need. The growing 
interest in the examination of the quality of our well water al- 
_ ready referred to has shown how great has become the pollution 
of these sources of supply. We believe that this matter should 
engage the attention of every citizen first of all. The question 
of protection from fire, though an important one, is of minor im- 
portance compared with that of protection from disease. 

Fortunately we are, there is every reason to believe, now in a 
condition to enjoy and derive benefits in both these particulars. 
The danger from destructive fires is greatly lessened, and the 
use of water from wells not proved to be beyond a doubt pure 
and healthful is unnecessary, and should be abandoned at once. 
It is the unanimous opinion of the board that in the building of 
a portion of the projected sewer the town has adopted a wise 
and beneficent course. It is useless to argue that a sewer is an 
extravagance simply because the dangers arising from decom- 
posing kitchen refuse and uncared for water closets can be re- 
moved by the use of disinfectants and absorbents such as dry 
earth, ashes, etc. The fact is, such dangerous agents are xot 
rendered harmless by the constant supervision of persons who 
should be most interested, and some means therefore should be 
provided in the most thickly settled districts for removing them 
in the most rapid and thorough manner. Nothing can accom- 
plish this so well as a properly built sewer, into which empty 
drains and conduits carefully constructed and guarded with 
traps, and in sufficient number and size to insure rapid and com- 
plete removal; and, while it is a matter of regret that it was 
thought best to alter and abridge the original plan of construc- 
tion, particularly the lower end and outlet thereof, still, if a 
proper use be made of the part now constructed, it can not fail 
to render efficient service in improving the condition of the 
most thickly settled portion of our village. | 

By a proper use, we would be understood to refer to a general 
employment of the sewer as a means of disposing of waste. All 
persons in its vicinity should regard this means of drainage as 
of great value, and secure the most appropriate methods of’ con- 
necting with it. 

We would urge at this point the greatest care in properly 


guarding and trapping the drains. Several cases have already 
come to notice where these pipes were not trapped at all. This 
matter if not carefully attended to may become a source of much 
sickness. It is hoped that such an important and dangerous 
oversight may not occur hereafter, and that no notions of 
economy may interfere with proper precautionary measures. 
The building and equipping of such a structure as a sewer must 
be of necessity costly, but the money so expended brings quick 
and generous dividends in increase of health and comfort. A 
recent authority in commenting upon the difficulties attending 
the development of a village sewerage system observes: 


“Tt is most unfortunate for the villages that good sewerage 
is. necessarily somewhat expensive, but with the results accom- 
panying its accomplishment there comes an almost invaluable 
return of comfort, luxury, and self-protection. These have a 
cash value, though not easily rated, which offset the cost of 
sewerage. Again, there must be placed in the balance of ac- 
counts, opposite the cost of sewers, some fair cash estimate of 
the values of losses of strength, vigor, health, labor, and com- 
fort, and depreciations of values of properties due to the unsan- 
itary conditions of the household and village. Let each village 
estimate the amount of this side of the account for itself if it 
can, and note how heavy an annual price it pays for lack of pro- 
tection, and perhaps it will have to place also the values of the 
lives of some dear ones who are gone in the account. When 
the epidemic has swept past, truly it may not be easy to agree 
upon the cash value of our neighbors’ lost children. What if 
they are our own? Perchance our own family barely escaped 
last season, only to be endangered again.”’ 


Should we not seriously reflect whether the arguments pre- 
sented in the above quotation do not apply to our own case, if, 
in reading our annual report of expenditures, we find the expense 
of building our sewers has exceeded our anticipations, and we 
feel like grumbling over the bill?

WATER-WORKS CONTRACT. 


Articles of agreement made and concluded this fifteenth day 
of February, A. D. 1889, by and between the Milford Water 
Works Company, a corporation duly established by law at Mil- 
ford in the County of Hillsborough and State of New Hamp- 
shire, of the one part, and the Town of Milford in said County 
of Hillsborough, of the other part: 

WITNESSETH, that whereas the said Milford Water Works 
Company proposes to build, maintain, and operate a system of 
water works in said town of Milford : 

Now THEREFORE, in consideration of the promises, covenants, 
and agreements herein written, it is agreed by and between the 
parties hereto, that said parties shall enter into and be bound, 
each with the other, by the following agreement : 

ArtTicLte I. The Milford Water Works Company agrees to 
furnish an ample supply of pure water for the purpose of sup- 
plying the Town of Milford and its inhabitants with water for 
the extinguishment of fires, for domestic, manufacturing, and 
other purposes, and to take said water either from the Quinlan 
Springs, or springs on the east side of Gilson’s Hill, or from 
the springs or brook from N. H. Brown’s land, and from no other 
source, unless the same shall be satisfactory to the Selectmen 
or other authorized agents of the Town, and to pump said water 
into a reservoir or stand-pipe on‘or near the highest point on 
the said Gilson’s Hill or other suitable elevation, to be from there 
distributed by gravity through their water-works system in said 
Town of Milford during the continuance of this contract. 

ArtTicLE II. The said Milford Water Works Company 
agrees that it will build and maintain a good, substantial brick 
or stone pumping station at or near the place from which they 
shall take the water for said system of water works, with good 
suitable, sufficient pumps, with other necessary and proper ap- 
pliances for pumping one million gallons of water daily into said 
reservoir or stand-pipe, and shall have and maintain a reserve or 
extra pump in good working order of a capacity of at least five 
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hundred thousand gallons per day, at said pumping station, 
ready for use at all times during the continuance of this con- 
tract. And said Company further agrees that it will build and 
maintain said reservoir or stand-pipe in a good and substantial 
manner and of a capacity of not less than two hundred and fifty 
thousand gallons, and that it will locate it on said Gilson’s Hill 
or other suitable elevations, at a point where its low-water level 
shall be not less than one hundred and seventy feet above the 
level of the Common or Ovalin the Town of Milford, and shall at 
al] times keep said reservoir or stand-pipe as nearly full as prac- 
ticable, in order to maintain a sufficient gravity pressure on their 
water-works system, during the continuance of this contract. 

.ArtTicLE III. The said Milford Water Works Company 
agrees to furnish cast-iron main pipes with all necessary branch- 
es, bends, reducers, gates, distribution pipes, and all other ap- 
purtenances necessary for the proper working of the system and 
to lay, set, and maintain the same during the continuance of this 
contract, as a thorough and complete system of piping through 
such streets, lanes, and highways of said Town of Milford as pre- 
scribed by the Board of Selectmen and shown upon the plan 
hereto annexed and made a part of this contract, the said main 
pipes upon which hydrants shall be located as hereinafter set 
forth, ranging from ten to six inches in diameter, are to be prop- 
erly coated by the Smith process and thoroughly tested before 
leaving the foundry to a hydraulic test pressure of 300 pounds 
to the square inch of inside surface, and to be properly laid in a 
trench to a depth of not less than five and one-half feet below 
the surface of the gronnd. 

ARTICLE IV. The said Milford Water Works Company 
agrees to furnish, set, and maintain within the limits prescribed 
by the Board of Selectmen, as shown upon the plan hereto 
annexed, forty improved non-freezing fire hydrants, the location 
of said hydrants to be fixed and determined by the Selectmen 
or other authorized agents of the Town, before the Company is 
ready to lay the pipes, and the said Milford Water Works Com- 
pany agrees to keep and maintain said fire hydrants in good 
repair and ready for active service at all times during the contin- 
uance of this contract, and to furnish through each of said hy- 
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drants a sufficient supply of water for fire protection under a 
pressure sufficient to throw at least two streams through not 
less than two hundred and fifty feet of hose over the highest 
building within the district to be piped under the terms of this 
contract, during the continuance of said contract, said Town of 
Milford to have the right to use the said hydrants at any time for 
the extinguishment of fires, for testing said hydrants, or for any 
public display, for the sum of Two Thousand Dollars per an- 
num, payable to said Company in semi-annual payments of One 
Thousand Dollars each, payable on the first day of January and 
July in each year, during the continuance of this contract, and 
for such further sum, if any, as said Town of Milford may assess 
and collect by way of taxes each year against said Company, 
and payable to said Company on or before the thirty-first day of 
December of each year during the continuance of this contract. 
The said fire hydrants to be in good working order on or before 
the first day of October, A. D. 1889, unless the Selectmen or 
other authorized agents of the Town of Milford unreasonably 
neglect or refuse to accept a good and sufficient source of water 
supply proposed by said Milford Water Works Company, which 
shal! produce water of a quantity and quality equal to either of 
the sources of supply named in Article I of this contract, ac- 
cording to the terms of this contract, on or before May first, A. 
D. 1889, under penalty of.a forfeiture to said Town of the sum 
of Five Thousand Dollars, secured by a bond with responsible 
sureties, payable to the Town of Milford for damages for failure 
to have said hydrants ready for service at the time named, said 
bond being duly executed and hereto annexed to this contract. 
ARTICLE V. The said Milford Water Works Company 
agrees that upon order of the Selectmen or other authorized 
agents of said Town of Milford, during the term of this con- 
tract, they will furnish and lay additional main pipes in the 
streets of Milford, of suitable size, no main pipe to be less than 
four inches in diameter, and furnish and connect to said pipes 
additionnal hydrants, and locate the same at such places along 
the line of said main pipes as the Selectmen or other authorized 
agents of said Town shall designate, the hydrants upon extend- 
ed mains to be located in the same ratio as upon plan hereto 
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annexed, and to be paid for at the rate of Thirty-five Dollars 
per annum, payable semi-annually on the first day of January 
and July in each year, after the hydrants are set and ready for use. 

ArTICLE VI. The said Milford Water Works Company 
agrees that before entering upon and opening any of the streets 
of said Town of Milford for the laying of pipes or the construc- 
tion of said water works, it shall give a bond in the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars, with responsible sureties, to the said Town 
of Milford, to protect and indemnify the said Town against all 
damages which may be recovered against it by reason of any 
defects in said streets occasionned by the use of the same by 
the said Company, the said Company to have the right to defend 
any such suit. 

ArtTicLeE VII. The said Milford Water Works Company 
agrees that the said Town of Milford shall have the right at 
any time after the completion of the works, and before Oc- 
tober first, A. D. 1890, to take the franchise and plant of said 
Company at its cost, with interest, and a bonus of five per cent. 
on said cost, the said Town having signified to said Company 
in writing its intention so to take said franchise and plant; 
the cost to be the actual outlay of said Company and six per 
cent. interest on the same from the time of said outlay to the 
time said Town takes the property, all the net income of the 
Company to be deducted from this sum. 

ArTICLE VIII. And the said Milford Water Works Compa- 
ny further agrees that the said Town of Milford shall have the 
right at any time during the continuance of this contract after 
October first, A. D. 1890, to take the franchise and plant of 
said Company at its actual value, the said Town having sig- 
nified to said Company in writing its intention so to take said 
franchise and plant; the cost of said works and its value are to 
be agreed upon by said Town and said Company if possible, — 
and in case of failure of said Town and said Company to 
agree upon the cost or upon the value of the franchise and 
plant of the Company, then the cost or value of the same is to 
be fixed by appraisal by three disinterested referees, one referee 
to be chosen by the Company, another by the Town, and those 
two referees to choose a third. 
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ArtTICLE IX. And the said Milford Water Works Company 
agrees to accept in full payment for its franchise and plant the 
sum mutually agreed upon between said Town and said Compa- 
ny, or in the event of a failure to agree, then the sum affixed by 
said referees as the cost of the franehise and plant of the said 
Company, as before stated, on or before October first, A. D. 
1890, or the value of the franchise and’ plant of said Company 
at any subsequent date during the continuance of this contract. 

ARTICLE X. And the said Town hereby agrees to pay or 
secure to said Company upon conveyance of their franchise and 
plant to said Town the cost or value of the same, so agreed, 
fixed, and determined. 

ArticLe XI. And the said Milford Water Works Company 
further agrees to facilitate the appraisal of the true value of 
said works and the ascertainment of their actual cost, should 
either be necessary, by keeping a true and accurate account of 
all the money expended upon their works in proper books of ac- 
counts, and to take and preserve vouchers of all expenditures, 
all of which books and accounts and vouchers shall be open to 
the inspection and examination of the Selectmen or other Com- 
mittee appointed by the Town to purchase the franchise and 
plant of said-Company, or the referees chosen to determine the 
actual cost and value of the property of the said Company, and 
futhermore, said books of account and vouchers, after comple- 
tion of the works and before October first, 1890, shall be open 
at any time during business hours to the Selectmen or other 
-authorized agents of said Town, whose business it is to examine 
into this matter to determine whether or not the Town desires 
to take said works at cost. 

ARTICLE XII. And in case the said Milford Water Works 
Company or the said town, the said Town having signified to 
said Company in writing its intention to take the franchise 
and plant of said Company either at its cost or at its value, 
said parties failing to agree upon the cost or value of 
the franchise and plant of said Company, shall neglect or refuse 
to appoint a referee at the request of the other party, either to 
determine its actual cost, or to appraise said property at its 
value as herein provided, then either party shall have the right 
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to apply to one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of New 
Hampshire to appoint a referee for the party refusing to appoint, 
and said Court is hereby empowered to appoint said referee, 
and said referee shall have power to act as though appoint- 
ed by the party so refusing to appoint, and both parties to this 
agreement shall be bound by the award of said referees. 
ARTICLE XIII. And the said Milford Water Works Compa- 
ny further agrees in consideration of receiving this contract 
from the Town of Milford, that in their charges for water ser- 
vice to their patrons in said Town, they will not exceed the 
usual customary charges paid by water takers in other towns 
having a pumping system, and will prepare their table of water 
rates not to exceed the following schedule for domestic service : 


Private family not exceeding five persons:

ArTICLE XIV. And the said Milford Water Works Compa- 
ny shall have the right to introduce, in place of a pumping sys- 
tem as hereinbefore described, a gravity system of works upon 
condition that the quality of the water, the supply, and head 
are satisfactory to the Selectmen or other authorized agents of 
said Town; and if a gravity system be adopted, the rates for 
domestic supply shall be adjusted to correspond to the cost of 
such gravity system. 
ArTICLE XV. And the said Town of Milford agrees to 
grant to the said Milford Water Works Company all necessary 
permits for opening public ways or streets to lay the pipes of 
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said water works and to pay to the said Milford Water Works 
Company for use of the said forty hydrants hereinbefore men- 
tioned and more particularly described in this agreement, the 
sum of Two Thousand Dollars per annum for the term of twen- 
ty years after the completion of said water works, and also 
agrees to pay said Company for additional hydrants furnished 
and set according to the terms of this contract, the sum of 
Thirty-five Dollars per annum for each additional hydrant, said 
payment to be made semi-annually as before provided in this 
agreement, and also agrees to pay to said Company on or before 
’ the thirty-first day of December in each year during the contin 
uance of this contract, such sums, if any, as the Town of Mil- 
ford may assess and collect by way of taxes each year upon the 
property of said Company during the term of said contract.
